Mr. Chairman, Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I heg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Hay  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1960, 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  natters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included 
comments  on  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular  l/61 
(Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health, 

Sgyotlon  1, General  and  Vital  Statistics, 

Area,  39,153  acres. 

The  Rural  District  of  Hay  has  an  area  of  39,153  acres, forms  part  of 
the  County  of  Breconshire , This  district  is  situated  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  Coimty,is  agricultural  in  nature  with  fanning  as  the  predominant 
occupation  of  the  residents, There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  area  but  in 
the  district. are  two  large  hospitals, the  Mental  Hospital  at  Talgarth, 
and  the  South  Wales  Sanatorium  at  Bronllys, 

Inhabited  Houses .The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  1020  giving  an 

average  nimiber  of  3,5  persons  per  house.

Public  Health  Of fleers .There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health  officers 

during  the  year, Mr, 0,0, Evans, remained  as  your 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 
available  at  Cardiff , Newport, Camiarthe|i, Swansea, Aberystwyth  and  Brecon, 
All  water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford 
whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  Infectious  disease 
was  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff, All  the  milk 
sampling  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford, 

Nursing  and  other  facilities, The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  nursing 
services, The  County  also  administer  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments, eye, dental  and 
orthopaedic  defect s, Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Disinfection, In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required  disinfection 
have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 

Hospitals .The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease  are  provided  by  the 
Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital. A,  certain  number  of  cases  are  also 
admitted  to  Hereford  Hospital, Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital  and  Hereford 
Isolation  Hospital  receive  cages  of  infectious  disease. 

For  the  treatment  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been  made  by 
tjie  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys 
Hospital, Rhondda ,

district fvThere  are  8 private  supplies  which  serve  six 
properties  or  more^and  there  are  181  supplies  serving  five  properties 
or  less  and  84  of  these  are  piped  supplies ;the  remainder  being  either 
pumps  or  springs, Owing  to  the  comparatively  wet  sivmier  and  autimin  the 
amount  of  water  was  adequate  to  meet  all  demands  throughout  the  district. 
The  position  in  each  parish  is  given  below:- 

Aberllynfl  parish. 

The  southern  half  of  the  village, including 
G-wernyfed  Secondary  Modern  School, was  supplied  from  the  Velindre 
reservoir, whilst  the  northern  half  from  springs  at  Lodge  Farm, The 
quantity  of  water  was  adequate  throughout  the  year. 

No  samples  were  taken  in  the  year, 

Bronllys  parish. 

There  are  two  supplies  in  the  parish, One  is  owned  by 
the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  serves  the  Sanatorium  and  houses 
attached  thereto, The  other  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  serves  most  of 
the  remaining  properties  in  the  village jthe  water  being  collected  from 
springs  and  is  untreated .Vt/hen  the  supply  falls  to  a low  level  in  the 
s\miraer  months  it  is  augmented  from  the  Talgarth  supply. The  Council's 
supply  serves  some  99  dwelllngs,b\it  there  are  13  other  small  private 
supplies  serving  individual  farms ^ 

Number  of  samples,,.,!.  This  samples  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  mains 
were  flushed  out  and  spring  source  cleaned  up, 

Talgarth  parish. 

There  are  three  public  supplies  in  this  parish, One  is 
owned  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  serves  the  Mid  Vifales 
Mental  Hospital  and  houses  attached  thereto, The  other  two  are  owned 
by  the  Coimcil, 

The  larger  of  the  Council's  supplies  serves  some  402 
dwellings  in  Talgarth, ;the  supply  being  received  as  an  overflow  from 
from  the  Mental  Hospital. There  are  2 additional  properties  which  are 
served  from  standpipes .The  supply  is  aand  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

The  other  Council  supply  is  fran  springs  in  Llanelieu  parish  and  these 
are  connected  to  a reservoir, which  in  times  of  drought, may  be  connected 
to  a brook, and  on  such  occasions  this  supply  is  chlorinated. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  Council  also  own  the  supply  which  serves  the  hamlet 
of  Trefecca  and  this  was  adequate  throughout  the  quarter, the  water  being 
taken  from  springs. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above, there  are  39  private  supplies  in 
the  parish  of  Talgarth  of  which  28  are  small  piped  supplies. 

Number  of  samples  from  private  supplies ,,. ,2  (satisfactory), 

Llanelieu  parish, There  are  only  16  properties  in  this  parish, 11  being  in 

the  Wye  Valley  and  5 in  the  TJsk  Valley  area  and  all 
have  private  piped  supplies  from  different  sources. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,' 

Glynfach  and  Usk  Valley  Portion  of  Tregoyd  & Velindre  parish. 

There  are  10  untreated  private  supplies  in  the  parish, 

4 being  small  private  piped  supplies  and  other  6 from  open  springs. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 

Llanigon  parish. 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Llanigon. 
The  water  is  collected  from  springs  to  a service  reservoir  is  untreatodj 
the  supply  serving  some  32  houses  and  farms, There  are  8 other  small 
private  supplies  and  6 of  these  are  piped. 

There  was  an  adequate  supply  throughout  the  year. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  Council  own  the  supply  which  serves  the  hamlet  of 
Ffordlaes, Water  being  pumped  by  Ram  from  Llwynfilly  Farm  to  a small 
underground  reservoir  above  t be  Hamlet  and  the  water  is  also  filtered. 

No  samples  .were  taken  during  the  year. 
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Hay  Rural  parish. 

14  properties  in  tliis  parish  are  served  from  the 
Coimcil’s  supply  at  Llanigon, There  are  21  private  supplies  in  the 
parish  and  of  these  8 are  piped. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 

Llysv/en  parish. 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  this  village, water 
being  collected  from  springs  and  these  are  untreated, Of  the  66  dwellings 
in  the  parish,56  have  water  laid  on, The  supply  was  adequate  throughout 
the  year. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 

Pipton  parish. 

There  are  11  private  supplies  in  this  parish  of  which 
8 are  piped  supplies  serving  12  dwellings ; the  other  properties  are 
supplied  by  pumps. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 

Trep:oyd  & Velindre  parish. 

Most  of  the  properties  in  this  parish  are 
served  from  the  Council’s  sources  at  Velindre, including  Gwernyfed 
Secondary  Modern  School, There  are  127  dwellings  in  the  parish  and  113 
have  water  laid  on  and  1 is  served  from  a standpipe .The  water  from 
Velindre  reservoir  is  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Two  private  supplies  serve  most  of  the  properties 
in  the  Village  of  Glasbury  some  of  the  water  being  as  an  overflov/  from 
the  Council's  source  at  Llwynfilly  Farm, 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Hay  Area  Water  Supply  Scheme . 

The  preparation  of  plans  and  details 
proceeded  more  rapidly  during  the  year  and  the  Consulting  Engineers 
prepared  numerous  detailed  drawings  of  the  proposed  reservoirs,purAplng 
stations  and  routes  of  mains  with  the  exception  of  the  filtration  and 
treatment  plant, the  scope  of  which  will  depend  upon  the  Ministry's 
decision  concerning  the  basis  of  the  scheme  as  a whole, Plans  of 
reservoirs  and  pumping  stations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Planning 
A'uthop±ty  and  also  to  the  District  Valuer  who  would  negotiate  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  various  sites, Apart  from  one  or  two  changes  requested 
by  the  landowners  there  does  not  .appear  to  be  any  difficTilty  in 
acquiring  the  sites. 

Approval  of  the  Ministry  has  been  sought  for  inviting  tenders  to  carry 
out  exploratory  works.

Glasbury.  The  scheme  for  this  village  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 

Talgarth, Some  reconstruction  of  the  Talgarth  Sewage  V\forks  is  planned 
and  preliminary  Investigations  have  been  carried  out. 

Bronllys.A  report  was  prepared  on  the  provision  of  a sewage  disposal 
works  for  this  village, 

Velindre.The  recently  constructed  works  for  this  village  is  working 
satisfactorily.

Public  Cleansing, Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  Talgarth, Bronllys, 

Llyswen,Plpton,Aberllynf l,Tregoyd  and  Vellndre, 
Llanigon  and  the  parish  of  Hay  Rural. The  only  parishes  not  included 
in  the  scheme  are  Llanelieu  and  Glynfach.Ref use  is  collecued^by  the 
Council’s  own  lorry  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Bronllys  tip., 
the  work  and  staff  being  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Salvage . Collection  of  waste  paper  was  undertaken, Some  19  tons  of  baled 
mixed  waste  paper  was  sent  away  during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  Coimcil  considered  the  present  and  possible 
future  slaughtering  facilities  of  the  district, as  required  under  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act#The  decision  was  reached  that  the  present  slaughter- 
house in  Talgarth  would  be  adequate  bearing  in  mind  the  presence  of  two 
in  Hay  Urban  District  and  one  in  Brecon  Borough. 

The  necessary  alterations  were  agreed  with  the  tenant  of  the 
Talgarth  Slaughterhouse  and  the  appointed  day, after  which  a slaughter- 
house cannot  be  licensed  unless  it  conforms  with  a certain  standard, 
is  the  1st. January  1963. 

The  report  was  accepted  by  the  Minister. 

Ice  Cream  Premises.

The  district  is  also  served  by  such  tradesmen  from  contiguous  areas. 

There  are  no  dairies  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders, 1949, 
but  2 supplementary  licences  are  issued,  to  Milk  Dealers. One  is  registered 
in  the  Borough  of  Brecon  and  one  in  the  Hay  Urban  District. 

All  condemned  foods  are  sprayed  with  fluorescent  powder  and  buried  In 
the  Council’s  refuse  tip, with  the  axception  of  the  condemned  meat  from 
the  slaughterhouse  which  is  collected  by  a Hereford  firm  which  deals  in 
waste  food  products.

It  must  be  pointed  out  that, of  these  8 new  cases  admitted  to  the 
register  during  the  year, 4 were  transfers  from  other  districts .This 
left  a total  of  4 fresh  cases  occurring  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  .As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act, the  County 

Council  were  responsible  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be 
found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 

Facilities  for  irai-iunlsation  are  now  available 
at  the  ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  the 
schools  during  the  school  medical  inspections. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  continues  to  fall, The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign 
however, remains  the  saraesto  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than 
75/0  of  babie s ^before  their  first  birthday, It  must  be  remembered  that 
diphtheria  still  kills  and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is 
conditional  upon  an  adequate  level  of  imi'nunisation, If  parents  leave 
^^heir  children  unprotected,  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.
